State Plan Exposes 


The State Board of Education's Columbus 
Desegregation Proposal, released Monday, June 13, 
would require desegregating the school staffs beginning 
September, 1977. 

The state board revealed that 92 of the Columbus 
schools had faculties that were out of balance racially. In 
order to bring all staffs into balance, the state board 
proposed that 18 percent black faculty (excluding 
guidance counselors and administrators) be employed in 
each school. A 6 percent fluctuation above or below 18 
percent would be permissable. 


The state board thinks that faculty racial balance in 
the schools can be accomplished by: 

1. Teacher attrition - Teachers who leave the system 
should be replaced with teachers who would improve 
racial balance. This must be achieved by striking a 
balance between beginning and veteran teachers. 

2. Teachers reassignment - Teachers of closed 
schools should be reassigned to promote racial balance. 
Again, there should exist a balance between beginning 
and veteran teachers. 

3. Volunteer Teachers - Teachers wishing to volunteer

4. Lottery - A fottery system containing six lists of all 
teachers should be compiled. Race (black-non-black) 
and the following categories of experience will be con- 
sidered; beginning or less than two years; mid-career or 
two to 15 years and veteran, more than 15 years.

Noting the evidence of widespread rumors and 
contusion following the issuance of desegregation 
remedy plans by the city and state, The CALL & 
POST would like to point out the following: 

. There are three plans before the Court, a city 
school board majority plan, a city school board 
minority plan and a state school board plan. 

. There Is no guarantee that any of the plans 
presently before the Court will be accepted. 

The CALL & POST contacted U.S. District 
Judge Robert M. Duncan to ask If there would be 
sufficient time for a plan to be implemented in 
September. 

Duncan sald he hopes to meet the September 
deadline, but that will depend on a lot of things. 

“First | will read the plan," he said, “and then 
the plaintiff will have an opportunity to respond 
and react" 

There may or may not be ore! hearings, and 
then | will decide what to do, which Includes Im- 
plement, reject, modify or send back, he 
continued. It depends on the pian if it's accep- 
table, it will be implemented. If not, the litigants 
could provide a plan or | could provide a plan 
myself if it Is proper. 

Asked what he would do if ha felt there was a 
deliberate attempt by board members to delay, by 
submitting an unacceptable plan, Duncan in 
dicated there was little that could be done. 

Duncan also noted that in spite of some

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City Plan Exempts 21 White Schools; 
Includes Schools Already Balanced

The desegregation plan 
filed in U.S. District Court 
by the Columbus Board of 
Education tast Friday 
would close eight schools 
and allow 21 schools in 
four of the outer areas of 
the city to remain un- 
touched by the involuntary 
aspect of the plan. Schools 
that are already racially 
balanced, on the: other 
hand, would undergo sub- 
stantial changes if the plan 
is accepted by the- Court. 

Unlike the remedy plan 
submitted by the state, the 
city plan does not keep 
students together 
throughout their elemen- 
tary, junior and senior high 
years. In other words, 
students brought together 
for elementary school 
might, under the plan, go 
to different junior highs 
and students brought 
together for junior high 
might go to different high 
schools. 


Also unlike the state 
plan, the city plans make 
no. commitment to further 
Staff integration. There is 
also no change in the’ 
present policy of using a 
strict seniority system to 
make teacher reductions, a 
policy that could cut into 
the percent of black 
teachers if substantial 
reductions are required. 

The plan was approved 
by a 4-3 vote at a special 
board meeting last Friday, 
at which minority board 
members introduced a 
minority plan that.was also 
transmitted to the court. 

Majority board members 
showed little enthusiasm 
for the plan in passing it 
Friday, saying they were 
submitting the plan but it 
was up to the judge to ap- 
prove it.

What makes Star Wars so fabulous, so trully fantastic 
are the several inventive elements Mr. Lucas brings 
together _aswriterand_ artistic development of the 
project. The story is-certainly not all that original, save 
for the way he catches glimpses of many of the in- 
Stitutionalized films (2001: A Space Oddessey) and 
television series (Space 1999, Lost in Space, and Star 
Trek), organizes them in the context of international 
history, includes the basic moral and social tran- 
sgressions of humanity, and directs all of this against a 
background of fancy, sophisticated “special effects,” in 
addition to the stunningly dramatic filmscore by John 
Williams. 

The staffing credits for the “special effects” alone take 
up three whole screens, and we still haven't said 
anything about the struggling cast (Mark Hamill, 
Harrison Ford, Carrie Fisher, Peter Cushing, and Alec 
Guinness) that also includes a battery of personnel who 
are generally hidden behind the creative yet rediculous 
make-up that gives this special space fantasy its ultimate 
appeal: Star-Wars is almost-as good as having “big fun.” 

As another writer has thought out loud in print, Star 
Wars could have been a western, wherein we would have 
had a clearer distinction between the villians and the 
non-villians. inthis case, they are all likeable, but 
especially the “Gold Man" and the roving BAN-shaped 
(hence, resembling an unbecoming phallic symbol and 
constituting the film’s only “sex") thingamajig, which 

ates as a mini-mini computer that stores, retrieves, 
and/or analyzes essential “technical” information for its 
owners. 

The film’s special effects extend all the way to the 
specially-designed cameras that had to be developed in 
order to capture Lucas’ intended four-dimensional ex- 
plorations of these and other characterizations. Cer- 
tainly, Star Wars is a well-made film and no one (except 


maybe those who don't understand these fun-filled inten- 


tions) could find any fault with Star Wars: 

Yet, there are those who are trying to find these faults 
with Star Wars; they are unbelievers and they truly don't 
understand. There are no faults, not unless one connects 
the specific activities/comments (like when the bartender 
refuses to serve the cute little Druids) of various charac- 
terizations with some of the “known world’s” uglier 
social confrontations. If this were to happen we would 
probably be right back with Richard Pryor’s searing 
comments about the making of the mighty King Kong; 
Richard doesn't see very much of a future for property- 
trained “coloured” peoples in the movies.

The appointment of the intelligent, 43 
year-old took some politicians by sur- 
prise. Being a first, is a matter of 
routine for Alexander. He was the first 
chairman of the Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission -and ran thet tur- 
bulént agency well despite its 
restricted rules and the prevailing 
prejudicial climate. 

He has also been a member of the 
National Security Council staff, another 
first, and a partner of several 
prestigious Washington, D.C. law firms. 

Several years ago, he made a 
spirited, but unsuccessful bidsto be the 
first elected mayor in 100 years when 
he contested for the post under the new 
and limited Washington, 0.C. home rule 
provisions. 

As a civilian with impeccable creden- 
tials, Alexander will have to wear two 
hats, unfortunately: as a black and as a 
Secretary of the Army who happens to 
be black. There are many persons who 
are concerned that the voluntary Army 
we now have is becoming increasingly 
more black and poor as Alexander him- 
self_has noted in speechmaking. 

They are uptight that so many of 
these will be highly trained in the art of 
killing, then turned loose in our streets. 
Some of the more racist observers 
question the loyalty of an Army. with 
such a large black segment. 

Others say an Army that recruits too 
many blacks portends an army of lower 
quality. .Some.-liberals,whites-and 
blacks, contend on the other hand, that 
too large a minority representation in 
the Armed Forces means a dispropor- 
tionate burden on a segment of our 
sdciety already disadvantaged.

He also declared that blacks do enter 
the Army in larger numbers because 
they perceive more opportunities _for 
self-fullment, job. training 
upgrading than in civilian life. But-in or- 
der to change this, fundamental 
changes must be made in our society 
where black youths in our ghetto reach 
unemployment levels of more than 40 
percent, he says. 

As to the “quality” of the Army, 
Alexander declares “it hardly merits a 
response”’-for first-term drop out rate” 
among blacks is within a percentage 
point of the rate for whites.

COURT RULES BIAS IS OK 


The Supreme Court recently handed down decisions” 
in_two.cases_concerned with riminatory effects of 
some seniority systems that in effect permits tne per- 
petuation of past discriminatory policies. 

The rulings defy logic, sanction racist practices, and 
deny to masses of workers their constitutional rights. 

At the heart of the rulings is the distinction made by 
the Court's majority between discrimination that took 
place before the 1964 Civil Rights Act went into effect in 
1965, and discrimination that took place after that date. 

In the case of major significance for minority workers, 
involving a trucking firm, the issue concerned a two- 
track it whereby whites were assigned to High- 
paying long fgul routes while biack drivers got the less 
lucrative city4jobs. Under a union contract, there were 
two seniority lists, one for each group. 

That mé@Py blacks seeking to switch to the long-haul 
routes after ‘the Civil~ Rights Act outlawed the 
discriminatory hiring and assignment practices had to 
give up their seniority protection.

The Supreme Court was faced with cases whose 
essential elements had already been dealt with by more 
than 30 Appeals Court rulings.

By ignoring prior decisions and allowing 
discriminatory seniority systems to continue, thus sanc- 
tioning the continuing effects of past discrimination, the 
Court took another step in what is beginning to look like 
a crusade to limit the scope of civil rights laws and con- 
stitutional guarantees. 

The Court fell back on a pernicious formula it has 
been using lately — intent to discriminate. Since, the 
Court ruled, seniority systems are neutral and not 
designed to discriminate, they should be left untouched, 
even though their effect is discriminatory. 

This makes a mockery of both the law and of common 
sense. In the words of the Court's majority, “An other- 
wise neutral, legitimate seniority system doesn't become 
unlawful simply because it may perpetuate" pre-1965 
discriminatory practices. ® 

But how “neutral is a system that continues the ef- 
fects of discrimination? How can the Court use that little 
word, “simply” as though discriminatory effects. that 
freeze workers into lower pay, fewer privileges, and in- 
ferior jobs, are not all that important? 

In the trucking casé, the Court professed to be con- 
cerned about protecting the seniority rights of em- 
ployees whose employers had discriminated. But it 
wasn't just the employers who practiced discrimination 
in that case — the system was set up as a result of union 
contract negotiations. If the Court was truly concerned 
with-protecting innocent workers, it would have acted to 
protect the black workers denied the better jobs in the 
past and currently denied equal rights of seniority in 
those: jobs. 

The. implication that pre-- 1965 discrimination is all 
right while post-1965 discrimination isn't, is un- 
conscionable. It limits the constitutional rights- of in- 
dividuals, turns a blind eye to the effects of 
discrimination, and substitutes a date rather than the 
principle of equal opportunity, as the measuring rod ‘for 
the protection of the Constitution, _ Ae) eS 

More serious than any specific decision is the Court's 
recent resort to dubious standards in discrimination 
cases.

Has the West, especially 
the USA and Britain which 
often coordinate their ac- 
tions, any prospect of 
playing a constructive role 
in Africa? It could if it stop- 
ped regarding the African 
continent as only an arena 
for_rivairy between the 
socialist and capitalist 
countries, primarily bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and 
the United States.

‘Connie’ Jenkins, Pioneer Force 
For Blacks In Post Office, Dies 


NEW YORK, N.Y. ~ (Cor- 
nelius (“Connie”) Jenkins, 
at one time the highest 
ranking black in the New 
York City postal service 
and later a dedicated 
worker on behalf of the 
United Negro College 
Fund, has died. 

Mr, Jenkins, who was.78, 
died Friday at Mt. Vernon 
Hospital. His home was at 
229. Magnolia Ave., Mt. 
Vernon. 

A veteran of 44 years 
postal service, Mr. Jenkins 
was one of the early black 
postal workers whose 
careers greatly influenced 
those who followed. 
Joining the department in 
New York in 1921, Mr. 
Jenkins worked his way up 
*hrough the ranks. In 1943,

Blacks Express Optimism; 
Areas Of Concern Outlined 


By C.A. BRYCE 


Black community sour- 


ces seemed ‘cautiously 
optimistic’ Tuesday after 
reviewin 


published 
reports of the State Board 
of Education's plan for the 
ceeegrenetion of Colum- 
bus Public Schools. 

Among the areas 

arousing the keenest. in- 
terest among blacks in 
contact with this 
newspaper were those sec- 
tions of the plan dealing 
with school closings, dese- 
gregation of professional 
and non-professional staff, 
the number of schools to 
remain. ‘racially im- 
balanced” if the plan is 
adopted and, of course, 
how to determine where 
their children would go to 
school under the state’s 
plan. 
The following is_a brief 
summary of facts con- 
cerning these areas of in- 
terest: 

Pupil Assignment — Un- 
der the State plan, each 
student, once their elemen- 
tary school attendance 
zone is determined, will 
know what junior high and 
high school he or she will 
attend, assuming they 
remain in the same 
residence area. 

As explained by State 
Dept. of Education officials 
Monday, this “means that 
two students who begin 
school together in the first 
grade will advance to the 
same schools and 
graduate from high school 
together 12 years later, if 
neither of them moves out 
of their original elementary 
attendance area. 

Racially imbalanced 
Schools — The designers 
of the State plan em- 
phasized that only five 
schools would remain 
technically “racially iden- 
tifiable’ (predominantly 
white) .under their plan, 
compared with 22 schools 
remaining almost all white 
under the City Board's 


plan. 
The—schools—left—with 
fewer than 18 percent 


black enroliment under the 
State plan would be: 
Georgian Heights (4.6 per- 
cent=black)-Westgate~(4.5 
percent black) and 
Valleyview (3.3 percent) 
Elementary Schools; 
Wedgewood Junior High 
(eight rcent black) and 
West High (17 percent 
black). 

Dr. William Gordon, who 
headed the team of experts 
that designed the ate 
plan, said that his group 
had -tried numerous

Some per- 
sonnel reassignment and 
placement will be required 
if a desegregated pattern 
is to exist.” 

At the press briefing 
Monday, spokespersons 
acknowledged that 
desegregation in some 
non-teaching __ positions 
would. be difficult to 
achieve since the majority 
of custodians, for instance, 
are black (73.1 percent) 
and most school clerks are 
white (91 percent). “Never- 
theless” the plan states, “it 
is strongly recommended 
that more aggressive ‘af- 
firmative action’ plans be 
implemented to mitigate 
the apparent racially iden- 
tifiable positions.”

It should be noted that 
the Columbus Board's 
desegregation plan does 
not include specific 
suggestions for staff 
desegregation beyond 
assurances that ‘“af- 
firmative action” policies 
will be undertaken.

bus will also be facilitatea 
by the judicious closing of 
some ... schools,” the State 
plan states. ‘Moreover, 
emptying some of these 
schools. will provide a 
location for future alter- 
native programs should the 
district decide to establish 
or expand such programs.” 

In decidin which 
schools should closed, 
the State followed, with 
few exceptions, the recom- 
mendations of the Colum- 
bus Board's Feasibility 
Study Committee which 
last year drew up a list of 
schools which met certain 
“school closing criteria’. 
The list of 18 elementaries 
(including Garfield, Milo 
and Shepherd, all more 
than 90 percent black), two 
junior highs (Champion 
and Monroe, both over 90 
percent black), Mohawk 
Junior Senior High (75 per- 
cent black), includes 
schools with. declining 
enrollments, old and. 
deteriorating buildings, 
poorly located buildings 
and buildings which are 
situated in areas not con- 


ducive to achieving racial 
balance system-wide. 

Among the notable ex- 
ceptions to the Columbus 
list mentioned in the State 
plan are these: 

Either Mohawk Jr.-Sr. 
High or -Centrat— High 
should be closed. The 
State planners recom- 
mended that Central be’ 
closed rather than Mohawk 
because of the age, 
location.and_ energy _inef- 
ficiency of the building, but 
acknowledged that Central 
is a local landmark and, as 
such, eee be politically 
untouchable. If the State 
recommendations were 
followed, however, the 
planners:. suggested that 
Mohawk be converted to. a 
senior high (grades 10-12) 


only. 

_ Centennial High “should 

be vacated for develop- 

ment as an alternative high 

school,” the plan states. 
“McGuffey Jr. High 

should be closed.” 


Four of the 18 elemen- 


taries recommended for 
closing by the Columbus 
study committee would 


remain open under the 
State plan. They are: Ber- 
wick, Sharon, Garfield and 
Kenwood. 

Of: four elementary 
schools feeding Northland 
High, two should be 
“rétained as regular schools 
and two should be alter- 
native schools. The 
schools are Alpine, Avaion, 
Schrock and Walden.

State Education Official Admonishes Press Corps 


During a press con- 
ference following Mon- 
day's adoption of a Colum- 
bus Schools dese- 
gregation plan by the 
State Board of Education, 
a black assistant superin- 
tendent of the Ohio Dept. 
of Education, admonished 
local news reporters to 
avoid using what he called 
“inflammatory language” 
in describing the plan and 
other matters relative to 
the Federal court order. 

Robert O. Greer, 
assistant superintendent 
for urban instruction, ex- 
pressing annoyance at a 
daily newspaper reporter's

= black college because - it 


was the only one open to 
him. And then he went into 
the post office, even 
though he had a college 
degree, because it was the 
only place that would take 
him. But it was there, 
making the best of the 
conditions he. faced, that 
Connie made a tremen- 
dous contribution.” 

After his retirement from 
the post office in 1965, Mr. 
Jenkins combined two of 
his great loves, the post of- 
fice and the United Negro 
College Fund. Bored with 
retirement, he came to the 
Fund~a year later and 
initiated and directed a 
system of collecting con- 
tributions to the UNCF 
from among his many 
friends in the postal ser- 
vice and civic and fraternal 
organizations. His alma 
mater, Johnson C. Smith 
University, had by then 
become one of the 41 
member schools of the 


UNCF.
